but the 
Mussulmans, meeting in the. mosques, 
have resolved at a given signal to 
massacre the whole Christian popula­ 
tion immediately the first insurgent 
band appears near Uskub or on any 
other pretext The Christians are ter­ 
rorized. The Turkish troopr.. who are 
their only protection, do not show the 
slightest disposition to aid them. The 
attitude of the Turkish troops was 
recently plainly manifested when a 
train load of soldiers, shortly after 
leaving Uskub, fired on the Bvilgarian 
workmen 
who 
were repairing the 
track. Three of the workmen were 
killed and their bodies were left lying 
on the line. 
Reports received here from Con- 
Rtantinople and believed to be authen­ 
tic, confirm the previous statements 
to the effect that when the l\irks re­ 
captured Knishevo they slaughtered 
the entire Christian population with­ 
out exception. It is pointed out that 
among those killed were the employes 
of the 
government ostablishmenta, 
which were under European contrpl, 
as the proceeds from these establish­ 
ments were aiislgned to the,service of 
the Turkish debt

RUSSIA'S POLICY SUSPECTED 


Entrance of Fleet Into Turkfah Waters 
Looked on with Misgivings 
London, Aug. 19.—English writers 
regard the movements of the Russian 
fleet at the present Juncture with the 
greatest mi.‘3giving, and want to know 
what purpose is Intended to be served. 
They point out that the sultan has 
promptly compiled with tho demands 
in connection with the murder of the 
Russian consul at MonnBtir, and assert 
that the object of the squadron can­ 
not be to bring pressure on tlie sultan 
to carry out the Austro-Russian re­ 
form scheme, for It Is manitestly im- 
poRsible to do anything In the way of 
improving the civil administration In 
the Macedonian provinces, now that 
they are all in open rebellion. 
Nothing, they declare, is more likely 
than 
that the 
proceedings of the 
squadron will excite the fanaticism of 
the Turkish i)opulace on the one hand 
and encourage tho Bulgarian revolu­ 
tionists on the other. Great impetus 
will he given to the revolutionary 
mov(3raent by the menacing appearf 
ance of the Russian ships in the Bos­ 
phorus. 
Thcire are sign« that the 
Greeks. Servians and Roumanians are 
ready to join the Turks in restraining 
Bulgarian ambitions 
If these nationalities openly Join 
with Turkey, it is believed that it 
will be almost imxx>3sible for the great 
powers not to become involved.

THE LAWN MOW’ER.

FERTILIZING MEADOWS. 
There has been much controversy 
over the methods to be employed in 
fertilizing meadows to obtain the best 
results, but experience has shown that 
most meadows jnust be treated as Indi* 
vidual plots of land; that Is, fertilized 
according to its especial needs. 
A 
meadow that has been cropped for a; 
long time naturally will require some 
reseeding, and that the fertilizer be 
supplied at different times and be com­ 
posed of different ingredients. On the 
other hand a meadow in good condition 
and not too old will require only top 
dressing with stable manure, and even 
this must be done in accordance with 
the needs of the particular meadow to 
which it is applied. As a rule, ten two- 
horse loads of manure to the acre, put 
on with a manure spreader so as to 
properly and evenly cover the ground, 
is the quantity that will give good re­ 
sults at the minimum of expense. The 
use of the spreader Is urged In applying 
for the coat is not only even but Is fine 
and in the best condition for good re­ 
sults and quick action.

INTELLIGENT SPRAYING. 
While there are certain formulas for 
Insecticides, all orchardists know that 
they often req^ulre to be varldtt to suit 
local conditions, and what this varia­ 
tion shall bo can only be discovered by 
experiments. It is in the application of 
these variations from recognized for­ 
mula that the fruit grower has a 
chance to use his intelligence without 
tj<e use of which he can not hope to be 
a successful grower, Then, too. It 1» 
well understood, or should be, that 
only under certain conditions con 
spraying produce the hoped for results. 
For example, it would be folly to^hope 
for the best results in spraying an or­ 
chard that had been left unpruned for 
several years; It would be Impossible 
to reach all the foliage with the spraj'. 
Then, again, the applications must be 
made at the proper time to obtain re­ 
sults, and the Ingredients must be" 
propex'ly mixed. 
It is the neglect of 
these essentials that cause so many 
fruit growers to claim that spraying is 
of doubtful value. They have tried it, 
to be sure, but pot under conditions to 
bring success. 
Fruit growers must 
bear in mind that their work requires 
the exercise of intelligent thought, and 
is not at all mechanical, like plowing 
or harrowing.—Indianapolis News.

USING THE RAKE.

Economy of 
labor is in keeping weeds and grass 
down as their seeds germinate, which 
renders the task easier. 


THE LAWN MOWER. 


'A mistake is often made by setting 
the lawn mower to cut too slfbrt, and 
there is sometimes not enough of leaf 
growth l(?£t to give strength to the roots 
of the grass. A more natural condition 
is given by cutting a little blgher; the 
lawn is made more like velvet, and 
there would be less danger of tlie earth 
below being dried or burnt by expos- 
ure to the sun. Owners and gardeners 
are sometimes puzzled to know what 
to do under the shade of trees where 
grass will not grow freely. The best 
remedy is a free seeding with Ken* 
tucky blue grass, which will endure 
shade 
better 
than most other lawn 
grasses. 
Another mode of treatment 
is to cover the ground around the trees 
and beneath their shade with some 
hardy evergreen running plant, as the 
periwinkle or ivy, or it is well to keep 
the lawn and shade trees in separate 
allotments. 


EARLY CUCUMBERS. 


Instead of waiting until it is warm 
enough to sow cucumber seed in the 
open ground, says a writer in Country 
Life in Arnerica, I procure, early in 
March, a suflQclent number of pieces of 
sod, of size and shape convenient to 
handle, and place them, grass side 
down, in shallow light weight boxes 
(they may be put into a cold frame or 
a hot bed If desirable), and I sovr the 
seeds in the soli clinging to the sod. 
The seeds are then covered with a thin 
layer of rich earth. The seeds germin- 
ate quickly, and if properly tended 
soon attain a rapid and thrifty growth. 
When all danger of frost is past the 
sod Is lifted entire and transplanted in 
the open ground without disturbing 
the roots or checking the growth of 
the plants. 
By this method one can 
have cucumbers in vine before th» 
usual time for planting has arrived.

FERTILIZING MEADOWS. 


There has been much controversy 
over the methods to be employed in 
fertilizing meadows to obtain the best 
results, but experience has shown that 
most meadows-must be treated as Indl* 
vidual plots of land; that Is, fertilized 
according to its especial needs. 
A 
meadow that has been cropped for a 
long time naturally will require some 
reseedlng, and that the fertilizer be 
supplied at different times and be com- 
posed of different Ingredients. On the 
other hand a meadow In good condition 
and not too old will require only top 
dressing with stable manure, and even 
this must be done in accordance with 
the needs of the particular meadow to 
which it Is applied. As a rule, ten two- 
horse loads of manure to the acre, put 
on with a manure spreader so as to 
properly and evenly cover the ground, 
is the quantity that will give good re- 
sults at the minimum of expense. The 
use of the spreader Is urged in applying 
for the coat is not only even but Is fine 
and In the best condition for good r ^ 
•ults and quick action. 


INTELLIGENT SPRAYING. 


While there are certain formulas for 
Insecticides, all orchardists know that 
they often require to be varl<?ll to suit 
local conditions, and what this varia- 
tion shall be can only be discovered by 
experiments. It Is in the application of 
these variations from recognized for- 
mula that the fruit grower has a 
chance to use his intelligence without 
t'j$e use of which he can not hope to \)Q 
a successful grower. 
Then, too, it 1» 
well understood, or should be, that 
only under 
certain 
conditions 
can 
spraying produce the hoped for results. 
For example, it would be folly toJ^ope 
for the best results in spraying an or- 
chard that had been left unprnned for 
several years; It would be impossible 
to reach all the foliage with the spraj'. 
Then, again, the applications must bo 
made at the proper time to obtain re- 
sults, and the ingredients must be' 
properly mixed. 
It is the neglect of 
these essentials that cause so many 
fruit growers to claim that spraying is 
of doubtful value. They have tried it, 
to be sure, but pot under conditions to 
bring success. 
Fruit growers must 
bear In mind that their work requires 
the exercise of intelligent thought, and 
Js not at all mechanical, like plowing 
or harrowing.—Indianapolis News.

Dreams,** “Minor Arts,** “The Gvp- 
sies,** “Practical Education,’* etc., are 
comparativelj’' but little known. 
John Hay. our Secretary of State, is 
better known by his humorous “Little 
Breeches,** than by his elaborate State 
papers. 
Thomas Dunn Engll.sh after 
all his years in Congress, could never 
escape l)oing chiefly known as the au­ 
thor of “Ben Bolt,** a sentimental ditty 
of his callow youth, the very mention 
of 'vvhich in later years raised his ire 
to such a degree that his fellow Con­ 
gressmen took great delight in quoting 
from it just to tease him. — Boston 
Transcript.

Korway'ft W ar on S rali. 
Norway recently sent a part of Its 
fleet forth to battle and the fleet came 
back defeated. 
No w ar correspondent 
gave the world news of this naval ex­ 
pedition, and the peace of the nations 
was not disturbed by the conflict. But 
it was a hard fight, nevertheless, in 
wiiich much blood was spilled. 
The 
w ar was waged against seal—not the 
fur-bearing kind, but the hairy kind, 
whose coat is of no value—the species 
which makes its home somewhere up 
toward 
the 
North Pole and comes 
south on yearly fishing expeuitlons. 
Although the coat on this seal is not 
valuable, its hide and oil are of some 
commercial importance, and vessels go 
north from Newfoundland and Scot­ 
land to catch i t 
But the recent de­ 
scent of the seals upon the Norwegian 
coast was of such a character that the 
sealers were unable to cope with It, 
and tho vast hordes of the invaders 
swarmed 
upon 
the shores and de- 
sti’oyed the fish by the million. 
The Norwegian fisheries are of groat 
value, and a fleet of men-of-war w^as 
sent to kill the seals. 
The iron-clads 
steamed in among the seals and let fly 
grape and canister at them. 
They 
even let loose torpedoes among them. 
Hundreds of thousands were killed, 
but millions remained, and the ships, 
after expending all their amunltlon, 
steamed back to port acknowledging 
themselves defeated. The victory had 
been a dearly bought one for the seals, 
however, and after a while the vast 
host went north again and the fish once 
more appeared in Norway waters.— 
New York Press, 


Beginning of the Navy Department. 
The navy department began with 
the institution of the ofllce of secre­ 
tary in 1798, when, also, the first in­ 
cumbent was appointed, and after va­ 
rious experiences it reached its pres­ 
ent constitution 4n 1842. Since then it 
has remained fixed 
in 
fundamental 
principles, but has been subject nec­ 
essarily 
to 
occasional 
considerable 
changes of detail and adjustment, as 
the navy has grown with the nation’s 
growth, and as naval science has be­ 
come more complicated in its demands. 
The gradual advance of the w^orld in 
the mechanical arts has brought with 
it a corresponding application of those 
arts to maritime development in gen­ 
eral, and to naval warfare in partic­ 
ular. 
The general system is as fol­ 
lows: 
The president being by the 
Constitution, commander dn chief of 
the anny and navy, congress has cre­ 
ated by law the oflilce of secretary of 
the navy, a single person, who relieves 
the President of the burden of dietails. 
These are of two principal kinds— 
namely, those that concern the opera­ 
tions of the fleet all over the world, 
in peace and in war, which is the mil­ 
itary side of naval administration, and 
those that relate to the creation and 
preservation of material in its man­ 


ifold phases—ships, guns, engines, etc. 
—which is the civil side. 
As the ag­ 
gregation of duties under these tw o 
heads had been found in practice far 
too great for any one man to discharge- 
they have been again subdivided by 
law. For this purpose there exist side- 
by side two 
systems, 
military 
and. 
civil, the secretary being at the hea:l 
of both, as the representative of the 
President. For the management of the 
fleet in active service, in peace as ini 
war, the end for which the navy ex­ 
ists, the stream of control descends, 
through admiral*, captains and their 
subordinate oflicer». 
Each of these, 
in the measure of his particular author­ 
ity, which is regulated by law, repre­ 
sents the secretary, as the secretary 
does the President.

OuotM of Fame. 


Thomas Corwin, who died in I.Wm, 
was one of the most famous statesmen 
of his day. For more tiian thirty years 
he occupied prominent official po'siìions, 
having been Governor of Ohio, mem- 
ber of botli houses of Congross, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and Minister to 
Mexico. 
On his death bed he said, pa- 
thetically: "After all the public honors 
I have received and all that I have done 
In the world, 1 shall be remembered 
only as 'Tom Corwin, the joker.' " 


He was like our Chauncey M. De- 
pew, a funny man, whoso witty sa.v- 
Ings, more spontaneous than those of 
Chauncey, were quoted far and wide. 
No matter how^ high and diprniiiod M-oro 
the places ho occupied, he was always 
called 
by 
the undignified name of 
"Tom." 


Another instance In which a funny 
man has failed to receive his fullMnepd 
of fame is that of the late Charles God- 
frey Leland, a great philoirist anil a 
Scholar versed in many laiiguajics and 
literatures. 
Leland translated 
much 
from foreign tongues, and was espe- 
cially happy 
in versions of 
Heine's 
poems, which in his hands retained the 
strength, grace and beauty of the orig- 
inals. 
But he was chiefly kuown as 
the author of the " H a n s 
Bieitninnn 
Ballads,'* 
written 
in 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch, a performance which gave him 
world-wide fame and is a masteipiece 
of grotesque humor. 
Leiaud's other 
books, 
"Poetry 
aud 
Mystery 
of 
Dreams," 
"Minor 
Arts," 
" T h e ' G v p - 
sies," "Practical Education," etc., are 
comparatively but little known. 


John Hay, our Secretary of State, is 
better known by his humorous "Little 
Breeches." than by his elaborate State 
papers. 
Thomas Dunn English after 
all his years in Congress, could never 
escape being chiefly known as the au- 
thor of "Ben Bolt," a sentimental ditty 
of his callow youth, the very mention 
of which in later years raised his iro 
to such a degree that his follow Con- 
gressmen took great delight in quoting 
from it just to tease him. — Boston 
Transcript.

Norway's War on Seals. 


Norway recently sent a part of its 
fleet forth to battle and the fleet came 
back defeated. 
No war correspondent 
gave the World news of this naval ex- 
pedition, and the peace of the natious 
was not disturbed by the conflict. 
But 
it w a s a hard fight, nevertheless, in 
which much blood was spiilc-d. 
The 
war w a s waged against seal—not the 
fur-bearing kind, but the hairy kind, 
whose coat is of no value—the species 
which makes its home somewhere up 
toward 
the 
North Pole and comes 
south on yearly fishing expeuitions. 


Although the coat on this seal Is not 
raluable, its hide and oil are of some 
commercial importance, and vessels go 
north from Newfoundland aud 
Scot- 
land to catch i t 
But the recent de- 
scent of the seals upon the Norwegian 
coast w a s of such a character that the 
sealers were unable to cope with it, 
a n d the vast hordes of the Invaders 
, I swarmed 
upon 
the shores and de- 
sti-oyed the fish by the mlJlion. 


The Norwegian fisheries are of great 
value, and a fleet of men-of-war was 
sent to kill the seals. 
The iron-dads 
steamed in among the seals and let fly 
grape and canister 
at them. 
They 
even let loose torpedoes among them. 
Hundreds of thousands wer^ 
killed, 
but millions remained, and the ships, 
after expending all their 
amunitlon, 
steamed back to port acknowledging 
themselves defeated. 
The victory had 
been a dearly bought one for the seals, 
however, and after a w^hile the vast 
host went north again and the fish once 
more appeared In Norway 
waters,— 
New York Press.

essarily

the navy has grown with the nation's 
growth, and as naval science has be- 
come more complicated in Its demands 
The gradual advance of the world in 
the mechanical arts has brought with 
it a corresponding application of those 
arts to maritime development in gen- 
eral. and to naval warfare in partic- 
ular, 
The general system is as fol- 
lows: 
The 
president 
being 
bv 
the 
Constitution, commander dn chief of 
the army and navy, congress has crtj- 
ated by law the office of secretary of 
the navy, a single person, who relieves 
the President of the burden of details. 
These are of two principal 
kinds— 
namely, those that concern the opera- 
tions of the fleet all over the world 
in peace and in war. which is the mil- 
itary side of naval administration, and 
those that relate to the creation and 
preservation of material in its man- 


ifold phases—ships, guns, engines, etc. 
—which Is the civil side. 
As the ag- 
p e g a t i o n of duties under these two. 
heads had been found in practice f a r 
too great for any one man to discharge- 
they have been again subdivided 
by 
aw. 
For this purpose there exist side- 
by side two 
systems, 
military 
and 
civil, the secretary being at the h e a i 
of both, as the representative of the 
President. For the management of the 
fleet in active service, Jn peace as Im 
war, the end for which the navy ex- 
ists. the stream of control 
descends, 
through admiral», captains and their 
subordinate officers.

n the measure of his particular author- 
ity, which Is regulated by law. repre- 
sents the secretary, as t h e secretary 
does the President.

been received from Valdes, Alaska, of 
a remarkable discovery that has very 
recently been made on the shores of 
Prince William Sound.

pector named James Leeds was out 
prospecting for gold along the coast, 
with a party, they came to the en- 
trance of a large cave almost con^ 
cealed from view by the talus of the 
cliff. Leeds boldly entered the cavern, 
and, on penetrating a short distance, 
was astonished to find there fourteen 
wooden canoes, each canoe containing 
a human skeleton.

Wonderful Work of the Man Who 
Stows Into the Spacious Hold of an 
».Ocean 
Leviathan 
the 
Ton* 
of 
> Freight That Makes Up the Cargo. 


One of the things about •which the 
average ocean traveler knows little or 
nothing Is the wonderful work of the 
stevedore, the man who stows Into the 
spacious hold of a leviathan the thous- 
sands upon thousands of boxes and 
barrels and bags and crates and pack­ 
ages that go to make up the 10,000 or 
12,000 tons of freight of a 
modern 
steamship. 
Frequently the stevedore 
and his army of men have been at 
work night and day to load the big ves­ 
sel and to have her start on the very 
minute on her 3000 
mile 
voyage 
against storms and whatever else the 
gods choose to send Into the race. But, 
little as the passengers waving hand­ 
kerchiefs over the rail may 
know 
about the loading of their steamer, the 
■work Is as im portant as It is Interest­ 
ing. 
From the moment the last piece of 
merchandise has been hoisted out of a 
hold the work of making this ready for 
the new cargo is begxm. Men with fire 
hose throwing water under high pres­ 
sure are sent below, and with them go 
gangs of broom men, who are to clean 
and scour every part of the big com­ 
partment, to get it ready for the deli­ 
cate and often perishable freight about 
to be stowed. Standing at one of the 
mouths of these holds and gazing into 
the dusky depths below seems 
likg 
standing on the brink of a hundred 
foot precipice. In reality, the depth Is 
mot so great, being accentuated by the 
darkness of the pit. 
But in many of 
the big ocean liners a line long enough 
to reach from the roof of a three-story 
tenement to the sidewalk could be 
dropped and stretched from the edge 
of the hatchway without touching the 
lowest flooring In the compartment. A 
ton of merchandise stowed in this vast 
space looks lost, something like a spar­ 
row on a telegraph pole, in fact, thous­ 
ands of tons will have to be swallowed 
by the hatchways before the hold will 
be full, as it should be to give proper 
balance to the ship. 
W ith the cleaning of the ship the 
•wagon teams begin to appear on the 
piers, and while these are unloading in 
a steady parade of vehicles on the wat- 
«r side of the steamship dozens of 
sm aller vessels are moored ready 
to 
disgorge their loads into the monster 
ship. 
Barges, lighters, canal boats, 
and craft of all description are on hand 
to hand over their freight, consisting 
o f everything from coal, which is to be 
hoisted out of the “canalers," to wheat, 
which is to be shot Into the great hold 
from the height of a towering grain 
«levator. 
In loading a steamship the first thing 
Is to decide on the distribution of the 
ca'go. In the case of the big freight 
vessels, where speea and economy of 
coal is a big factor, grain and other 
compact and heavy merchandise Is not 
«towed In the very bottom of the hull. 
It is shipped more toward the centre 
o f the vessel where It will ride easy 
without, 
however, 
doing 
much 
to 
steady the ship. In the case of passea- 
Mer steamships, where stability Is an 
«lement and an asset to the owners of 
th e craft, as a rule the aeavlest cargo 
is loaded furthest toward the keel of 
the ship, where its weight would count 
like so much ballast In preventing the 
ship from roliing. When a stevedore 
provides this stability against rolling 
he says that be "stiffens the ship." It 
requires at least 1800 tons to stiffen 
■a big nouern ocean liner. 
By far the most Important contriv­ 
ance u.sed in the loading of an ocean 
steam er is the grain eievator, the tall, 
housellke river skyscrapcr seen under 
tow on the lower East and North riv- 
«rs. 
As a monster of mechanical per­ 
fection, and at the same time a labor- 
saving device, which has made its in­ 
fluence felt in the very price of wheat, 
the grain elevator, aside from its in- 
tere.?ting connection with ocean steam­ 
ers, Is a wonderful contrivance. This 
Is towed alongside the steamer to be 
loaded, and at once begins to disgorge 
« Niagara of wheat cr grain Into the 
hold of a vessel. 
A huge Iron pipe, 
big enough for a man to crav/I Into, is 
directed down the hold, and out of it 
flows a two-foot stream of grain. From 
4000 to 7000 bushels of grain are loaded 
by the elevator every hour. From 12,- 
OoO to 18,000 bushels are required to 
•fill the hold of a ship—and every forty 
bushels c£ grain are 
reckoned as a 
ton. 
As the grain is turned into the hold 
men are sent below v.ith shovels 
to 
■“trim ” the cargo. That means 
the 
irrain must be shoveled or scooped Into 
every nooic and crevice and evenly dis­ 
tributed. Gazing into a hold at a gang 
of “trim mers” in operation 
Is 
like 
looking at men through a fog at dawn. 
Chaff and dust fly so thickly that un­ 
less a beholder is used to the impuri­ 
ties he would choke himself coughing, 
A passenger vessel would carry from 
50,000 to 60,000 bushels of grain loaded 
In this v/ay. 
A freighter, built for 
^rain carrying, would readily 
take 
twice that amount and even more. 
While the grain elevator is at work 
on one hold of the steamer, the coal 


barges aod the “ca&alers” are drawm 
up to the tall side of the vessel an4 
made ready to give up their black, 
shiny loads Intended for the bunkers 
and the batteries of boilers that will 
gnaw Into the supply at the rate of 
400 tons 
of coal a day. There is no 
special machinery used to load coal 
into a steamship. Every pound of it is 
shoveled by hand Into Iron buckets, 
which are hoisted out of the barges 
by means of block and tackle 
and 
steam winches and dumped into V- 
shaped pockets opening like a funnel 
out of the side of the vessel. Once 
dumped, the cargo Is stored by gangs 
of coalheavers on the Inside of the ship 
where the heaps of coal are piled high­ 
er and higher until the piles seem like 
surplus mounds at the mouth 
of 
a 
mine. Time was when coal was loaded 
"over all,” the same as other cargo. 
But the loading into the sides of the 
vessels much of the dust and grime in­ 
cidental to coaling ship Is avoided, al­ 
though even in a few modern steamers 
the old “over all” method Is still used. 
But the loading of the bulky cargo 
is the least troublesome to the steve­ 
dore. There are the perishable goods 
and what might be termed “sensitive” 
merchandise, which m ust be 
consid­ 
ered. For Instance, apples and cheese 
and butter would spoil if loaded near 
the engine room, where me odor of 
machine oil is In 
the 
atmosphere. 
Nothing is quicker to absorb unpala­ 
table flavors than butter, apples, and 
cheese. Before a steamer was three 
days out none except an Eskimo could 
enjoy eatables stored near the ma­ 
chinery. 
Cured provisions must be loaded as 
far forward and as far aft in a hold as 
Is possible. The heat generated in the 
sealed hold of a 
vessel 
after 
the 
hatches have been down four or five 
days is something astounding. 
The 
coolest places, therefore must be set 
aside for the most perishable portions 
of the cargo. All these characteristics 
of merchandise the stevedore 
must 
know and take Into 
consideration. 
When loading sack flour, he must re-

Ginger Cakes^-One cup of molasses, 
one cup of sugar, ono egg, one cup of 
abortenlng, one cup of coffee, one table­ 
spoon of ginger, a plncb of salt, two 
teaspoons of soda, flour to roll. 
Straw berry Sbortcaka—To two cup­ 
fuls of pastry add four level teaspoon­

Worderful Work of the Man Who 
•tow« Into the Spacious Hold of an 
vOcean 
Leviathan the Tons of 
^Freight That Makes Up the Cargo. 


One of the things about which the 
average ocean traveler knows little or 
nothing is the wonderful work of the 
stevedore, the man who stows into the 
spacious hold of a leviathan the thous- 
sands upon thousands of boxes and 
barrels and bags and crates and pack- 
ages that go to make up the 10,000 or 
12,000 tons of freight of a 
modern 
steamship. 
Frequently the stevedore 
and his army of men have been at 
work night and day to load the big ves- 
sel and to have her start on the very 
minute on her 3000 
mile 
voyage 
against storms and whatever else the 
gods chooce to send into the race. But, 
little as the passengers waving hand- 
kerchiefs over the rail may 
know 
alK)ut the loading of their steamer, the 
work is as important as it is interest- 
ing. 


From the moment the last piece of 
merchandise has been hoisted out of a 
hold the work of making this ready for 
the new cargo Is begim. Men with fire 
hose throwing water under high pres- 
sure are sent belov/, and with them go 
gangs of broom men, who are to clean 
and scour every part of the big com- 
partment. to get it ready for the deli- 
cate and often perishable freight about 
to be stowed. Standing at one of the 
mouths of these holds and gazing into 
the dusky depths below seems 
likg 
standing on the brink of a hundred 
foot precipice. In reality, the depth is 
not so great, being accentuated by the 
darkness of the pit. 
But in many of 
the big ocean liners a line long enough 
to reach from the roof of a three-story 
tenement to the sidewalk could be 
dropped and stretched from the edge 
of the hatchway without touching the 
lowest flooring in the compartment. A 
ton of merchandise stowed in this vast 
space looks lost, something like a spar- 
row on a telegraph pole. In fact, thous- 
ands of tons will have to be swallowed 
Tjy the hatchways before the hold will 
be full, as it should be to give proper 
balance to the ship. 


With the cleaning of the ship the 
•wagon teams begin to appear on the 
piers, and while these are unloading in 
a steady parade of vehicles on the wat- 
er side of the steamship dos&ens of 
«mailer vessels are moored ready to 
disgorge their loads into the monster 
ship. 
Barges, lighters, canal boats, 
and craft of all description are on hand 
to hand over their freight, consisting 
of everything from coal, which is to be 
hoisted out of the "canalers," to wheat, 
which is to be shot into the great hold 
irom the height of a towering grain 
elevator. 


In loading a steamship the first thing 
is to decide on the distribution of the 
ca^go. In the case of the big freight 
vessels, where speea and economy of 
coal Is a big factor, grain and other 
compact and heavy merchandise is not 
«towed in the very bottom of the hull. 
It is shipped more toward the centre 
of the vessel where it will ride easy 
without, 
however, 
doing 
much to 
steady the ship. In the case of passea- 
jfer steamships, where stability is an 
element and an asset to the owners of 
the craft, as a rule the aeavlest cargo 
is loaded furthest toward the keel of 
the ship, where Its weight would count 
like so much ballast In preventing the 
»hip from rolling. When a stevedore 
provides this stability against rolling 
he says that he "stiffens the ship." It 
requires at least 1800 tons to stiffen 
a big nouern ocean liner. 


By far the most Important contriv- 
ance used In the loading of an ocean 
«teamer is the grain exevator, the tall, 
liousellke river skyscrapcr seen under 
tow on the lower East and North riv- 
ers. 
As a monster of mechanical per- 
fection, and at the same time a labor- 
saving device, which has made its in- 
fluence felt In the very price of wheat, 
the grain elevator, aside from its in- 
teresting connection vrith ocean steam- 
ers, Is a wonderful contrivance. This 
Is towed alongside the steamer to be 
loaded, and at once begins to disgorge 
a Niagara of wheat cr grain Into the 
hold of a vessel. A huge Iron pipe, 
big enough for a man to crav.^1 into, is 
directed down the hold, and out of it 
flows a two-foot stream of grain. From 
4000 to 7000 bushels of grain are loaded 
by the elevator every hour. From 12,- 
OUO to 18,000 bushels are required to 
•fill the hold of a ship—and every forty 
bushels cf grain are 
reckoned as a 
ton. 


As the grain is turned in.to the hold 
men are sent below v/lth shovels to 
"^trim" the cargo. That means the 
igraln must be shoveled or scooped Into 
every nook and crevice and evenly dis- 
tributed. Gazing into 


a hold at a gang 
of ''trimmers" in operation is 
like 
looking at men through a fog at dawn. 
Chaff and dust lly so thickly that un- 
less a beholder is used to the impuri- 
ties he would choke himself coughing. 
A passenger vessel would carry from 
50,0ou to 60,000 bushels of grain loaded 
in this v/ay. A freighter, built for 
grain carrying, would readily 
take 
twice that amount and even more. 


While the grain elevator is at work 
on one hold of the steamer, me coal 


barges and the "caaalers'* are drawm 
up to the tall side of the vessel ani 
made ready to give up their black, 
shiny loads intended for the bunkers 
and the batteries of boilers that will 
gnliw Into the supply at the rate of 
400 tons of coal a day. There Is no 
special machinery used to load coal 
Into a steamship. Every pound of It Is 
shoveled by hand Into Iron buckets, 
which are hoisted out of the barges 
by means of block and tackle and 
steam winches and dumped into V- 
shaped pockets opening like a funnel 
out of the side of the vessel. Once 
I dumped, the cargo Is stored by gangs 
of coalheavers on the inside of the ship 
where the heaps of coal ere piled high- 
er and higher until the piles seem like 
surplus mounds at the mouth of a 
mine. Time was when coal was loaded 
"over all." the same as other cargo. 
But the loading into the sides of the 
vessels much of the dust and grime In- 
cidental to coaling ship is avoided, al- 
though even in a few modern steamers 
the old "over all" method is still used. 


But the loading of the bulky cargo 
is the least troublesome to the steve- 
dore. There are the perishable gooJs 
and what might be termed "sensitive" 
merchandise, which must be 
consid- 
ered. For Instance, apples and cheese 
and butter would spoil if loaded near 
the engine room, where ine odor of 
machine oil is in the atmosphere. 
Nothing Is quicker to absorb unpala- 
table flavors than butter, apples, and 
cheese. Before a steamer was three 
days out none except an Eskimo could 
enjoy eatables stored neer the ma- 
chinery. 


Cured provisions must be loaded as 
j far forward and as far aft In a hold as 
is possible. The heat generated in the 
sealed hold of a 
vessel 
after the 
hatches have been down four or five 
days Is something astounding. The 
coolest places, therefore must be set 
aside for the most perishable portions 
of the cargo. All these characteristics 
of merchandise the stevedore 
must 
know and take Into 
consideration. 
When loading sack flour, he must re- 
member that he is not to pile a heap of 
smoked hams alongside 
unless he 
would have the flour smell and taste of 
Its neighbor and become utterly unflt 
for market. 


Even at that the work of loading a 
steamer would be child's play to a man 
who understands his business. But 
when he really "gets It" Is when there 
is unforeseen delay in a consignment 
of freight which comes alongside sev- 
eral hours behind expectations.

the correct allowance made there will 
be none of that puckered, drawn look 
so often seen after laundering. 


The binding should be shrunk before 
putting on. 
Worsted binding is the 
kind usually employed, and this shrinks 
more than the linen. Consequently, if 
it Is put on without being shrunk, the 
first trip to the wasbtub brings back a 
puckered, unsightly slip cover. 


The Staff should be laid on the furni- 
ture and cut then and there, following 
the outline of the furniture, and pinned 
together while still la place on the artl« 
cle to be covered. 


Ttvo sewings are necessary for a 
good Job, one for the material and one 
to put the braid on. Some do this all 
at the one sewing. 
But it is a case 
where haste makes waste. 
The two 
sewings make-tbe cover doubly strong.

Ginger Cakes^-Ono cup of molasses, 
one cup of sugar, one egg, one cup of 
fihortening. one cup of coffee, one table- 
spoon of ginger, a pinch of $alt, two 
teaspoons of soda, flour to roll. 


Strawberry Shortcake—To two cup- 
fuls of pastry add four level teaspoon- 
fuls of baking -powder and half a tea- 
spoon of salt; rub Into this with the 
tips of the fingers four level teaspoon- 
fuls of butter; then add one egg beaten 
and one cup of milk; spread the dough 
in a greased pan and bai:c in a quick 
oven fifteen minutes; split apart with.? 
hot knife; spread each part with but- 
ter, crush berries nnd add plenty of 
sugar to tx^em, put the layers together, 
cover the top with whipped cream and 
whole 
berries; .then 
decorate 
with 
whipped cream, using pastry bag and 
tube. 


Cream Pie—Line a dish with good 
paste, and fill with fine ripe, firm ber- 
ries. Sprinkle with sugar to sweeten, 
nnd put on a top cover of the paste, 
but do» not press the edges down, 
Wiien done, lift the top crust carefully, 
and gently pour in the following mix- 
ture: Whip the whites of two eggs till 
light, and stir them into one cupful of 
cream heated to boiling; add two table- 
spoonfuls of granulated sugar, half a 
teaspoonful of corn starch wet in a 
little cold milk, and boil all together for 
three minutes. 
Let the mixture get 
perfectly cold before pouring It in the 
pie, which should also be cold. 


Chocolate Cookies—Take a scant cap 
of bufter, a heaping cup of light brown 
sugar, two eg^s, a' teaspoon of cinna- 
mon, half a teaspoon of cloves, a cup 
of almonds, cut fine without blanching, 
a cup of currants, cleaned and dried, 
two ounces of unsweetened chocolate 
dissolved in half a cup of milk, and 
flour enough to roll; before adding the 
fiour, put into a heaping teaspoon of 
baking powder. Mix in the order 
given; roll out about one-eighth of an 
inch thick; cut with any prefemd cake 
cutter and bake in a moderate oven. 
Make a rather thick syrup of half a 
cup each of granulated sugar and 
water boiled together, and brush the 
cakes with this syrup as soon as they 
are takea from th« oven« 


An nltogl>ther oiTective way to "pas- 
teurize*' milk, rendering? It "sterUc." Is 
to set a i>an of cold water on the stove 
and put tlie vessel containing baby's 
milk Into this pan. .Tust as soon as thn 
water comes to a boil take it off. Add 
a pinch of baking soda to tlio hot nulk 
—a little less than half a teaspoonful 
to a quart If the milk was sweet and 
hadn't begun to '*turn" It will keep 
sweet for twonty-four hours or more, 
even In hot weatjjer, if put In a stop- 
pered bottle.
